‘What Can I Do?”’ 


A handsome woman who writes 
fine novels reguarly spends certain 
days each week working for her 
favorite people — policemen and 
children. Miss B. J. Chute, known 
as the author of Greenwillow and 
other adult novels, short stories and 
children’s books, has assisted at a 
police precinct station in New York 
since Pear] Harbor. She learned that 
the police in her apartment-house 
area of the city were often over- 
loaded with problems in dealing 
with helpless people. Experiments 
convinced her that any woman 
with understanding, good humor and 
steady nerves can help save many 
children and young people from a 
life of crime by doing things around 
a police station which the police 
officers can’t do. 

Miss Chute also works with re- 
tarded readers among juvenile de- 
linquents. Many delinquents are 
school boys who have not yet mas- 
tered the written word. “It’s like be- 
ing in a room where people are all 
talking a different language. The re- 
tarded reader usually becomes pan- 
icky in an aggressive way which is 
quite natural when you come to 
think of it,” she explains. She told 
of an adolescent who had never 
ventured beyond his block because 
he could not read street signs. 

At first, Miss Chute began her 
police work by washing windows 
and scrubbing floors in the precinct 
station — when she wasn’t washing 
and mothering the boys, girls and 
women brought in by the police. 
Through the Police Athletic League 
in N. Y., and with the cooperation 
of Parent-Teacher Assns., she has 
been able to work with individual 
delinquents and promote group ac- 
tivities that minister to those who 
lack ability to compete with modern 
life because of poor educational op- 
portunities or meager native capaci- 
ties. “Cops and children are won- 
derful,” observes Miss Chute. 
“They’re my favorite people.” 


X-Ray and Forecast 


ITH OUR GREAT CHRISTIAN HERITAGE and unmatched re- 
sources, the U. S. should securely hold the moral and spiritual lead- 
ership of the world. Instead, we are losing it to the Soviets. Any doubt of 
this can be quickly dispelled by a brief survey of the press of England, West 
Germany, France, India, Japan and elsewhere. Our Government is now 
earnestly striving to recover from losses suffered when Russia took the lead 
in stopping atomic tests. But there will be no real recovery until we learn 
what brought about this sad irony in which a political system committed 
to atheism and materialism is proving more sensitive to the fears and hopes 
of men than the policies of a “Christian” nation. Here are the hard facts: 
(1) The Kremlin realizes that all men now fear atomic war more 
than they fear any brand of tyranny. The people of Europe, who live close 
to communism and have experienced much more Red agitation than have 
we, know that tyrants grow old, weaken and die, that no political system 
remains unchanged, that communism especially is being modified by the 
recalcitrance of the satellite states, by the increasing rebellion of Commu- 
nist youth and by other influences of time and the tides of life — all facts 
of great significance which are ignored by American minds mesmerized by 
militarism. On the other hand, the people of the world realize that death 
and destruction from atomic blast and radiation is irrevocable. 

(2) The people of the world have been more accurately informed 
on the dangers of radiation than the citizens of the U. S., due to the lack 
of frankness, deliberate distortion and unnecessary emphasis on secrecy 
by U. S. atomic officials. The whole world now knows that all radiation 
from any source is bad, that the increase of radiation, especially strontium 
90,— while very slight in terms of the total world population — is none- 
theless a very real danger. All geneticists agree that tens of thousands, per- 
haps hundreds of thousands, will be afflicted through the coming years 
with cancer and genetical deformities as a result of the increase of radiation 
from the tests so far. (See BTL, Nov. 1, °57; Mar. 15 and Aprill; The Bul- 
letin of The Atomic Scientists, Jan. °58.) Democracy is based on the Chris- 
tian thesis that all life is sacred; this basic tenet cannot be ignored at any 
point without irreparable loss. 

(3) American officials, and the press, have continuously soft-pedaled 
the fact that the U. S. has made about three times as many tests as the 
U.S. S.R., that is, before the last series in Siberia. All figures are classified 
but the most authoritative estimates run about 35 or 40 for Russia and 
approximately 100 for the U. S. If the U. S. carries out the series planned 
this spring, the ratio of 1 to 3 will again prevail. To millions who have 
seen their cities destroyed by bombs, this ratio is etched in fire. 

(4) France, Japan and Sweden, possibly others, will be ready to 
test their own atom bombs before long. If they follow the example of the 
U. S. and Russia, testing where and when they please, the world could be- 
come a charnal house of slow death. If the tests are halted now, the slide 
toward the precipice will have been stopped. Necessary controls, inspection, 
disarmament can then be negotiated. 

(5) The U. S. atomic policy is especially blind to the political chaos 
being created in England, West Germany, India and Japan over this ques- 
tion. So much tumultuous resistance to the U. S. atomic policy is in the 
air in these countries that many neutral observers are warning of America’s 
rapid loss of goodwill and support which we desperately need. “The attitude 


in Washington that what other folks think doesn’t matter will lose the war

Alcohol & Industry 


A courageous and prominent 
Jesuit priest, speaking in New York 
recently at a gathering of distribu- 
tors and manufacturers of alcoholic 
beverages, surprised his audience 
by warning them that if the liquor 
business failed to do everything pos- 
sible to control alcoholism and to 
contribute to the general welfare, 
“Every thinking citizen, heartsick 
at the tragedies around him, is 
tempted to cry out for desperate ex- 
periments of legal controls.” Father 
E. S. Hogan cited the fact that there 
are 4,500,000 alcoholics in Ameri- 
ca, plus several million more with 
severe drinking problems. He 
challenged the liquor industry to 
anticipate the major crisis building 
up in American life on the problem 
of alcoholism. 

James F. Oates, president of 
Equitable Life, called on industry 
to take an enlightened attitude to- 
wards alcoholics, noting that about 
two million alcoholics are employed 
by industry. Thus they constitute 
close to 3 per cent of the total num- 
ber of employees and cause a di- 
rect and indirect loss to industry of 
over a billion dollars a year. The 
average alcoholic in industry loses 
22 working days annually because 
of intoxication. The indirect costs 
are enormous — including poor 
workmanship, wastage, lowered mo- 
rale and the expense of maintaining 
tax-supported institutions for the 
care of alcoholics. He urged that 
employers should stop covering up 
for alcoholics. This only retards 
their progress towards rehabilitation. 


Influence In Washington 


Lobbies in Washington report 
spending $3.6 million in 1957 in an 
effort to influence Congress, accord- 
ing to the Congressional quarterly. 
This amount would pay all Sena- 
tor’s salaries with $1.5 million to 
spare. Some 229 groups, ranging 
from the Aircraft Industries Assn.

to the Vegetable Growers Assn., 
filed such lobby reports in 1957. 
These official figures however do 
not even approach the total spent 
to influence legislation, because the 
vagueness of the lobby law permits 
many groups to report only a small 
share of their expenditures and for 
some to skip reports altogether. For 
instance, the National Assn. of 
Manufacturers, one of the most ac- 
tive and well-heeled lobbies in Wash- 
ington, refuses to let itself be called 
a lobby and makes no report; yet its 
influence is so great that Congress 
does not dare force the NAM to 
obey the law! 

The National Housing Confer- 
ence, the American Farm Bureau, 
the AFL-CIO are among the high- 
est recorded spenders. Last year’s 
top amount ($138,300) was spent 
by a group called the Campaign for 
the Forty-Eight States, an extreme 
right-wing organization backed by 
many leading industrialists. Before 
the passage of the present lobby 
law, there were more lobby organi- 
zations than now and more money 
was spent. However, some Wash- 
ington officials believe that, if the 
present law were enforced, the fig- 
ures for the number of lobby or- 
ganizations reporting and the total 
money spent to influence national 
legislation would be doubled. 


What War Costs You 


What part of the nation’s military 
budget is your own? Out of a total 
$72 billion in the Federal budget, 
about $56 billion, or 77 per cent, is 
allocated for war preparation and 
the cost of previous wars. This will 
cost every American man, woman 
and child $407 during the current 
year. It will cost families with two 
children $1,250. If your income tax 
does not reach this figure, you will 
still be paying much of it out of 
your pocket through hidden taxes. 
Everytime you buy coffee or gaso- 
line, ride a train or use a telephone, 
you are being taxed by the military. 

Our former enemies, the German 
and Japanese, are much better off 
in this regard. Only 1.3 per cent of 
Japan’s gross national income is ex- 
pended for defense as compared 
with over 10 per cent of the U. S. 
gross income of $370 billion. In 
Germany 1.7 per cent of the nation- 
al income goes to war preparation. 
The German and Japanese people 
are fully aware that much of their 
remarkable post-war economic re- 
covery is the result of their free- 
dom from the costly war prepara- 
tions which burden the rest of the 
world. Ironically the U. S. has tried 
to remove these arms restrictions, 
imposed by the peace treaties. so 
that the Japanese might re-arm as 


our allies, but so far all such legis-

with communism without a shot being fired,” says Sir Anthony Nutting, 
former London Tory foreign secretary. The Tory regime in London and 
the Adenauer Government in West Germany — both committed to support 
U. S. military alliances — have managed to maintain majorities in their 
Parliaments, but only by difficult maneuvering to counter increasing and 
sometimes uproarous waves of public resentment against the U. S. military 
and atomic policy. 

AWARE THAT WORLD SENTIMENT was mounting high on 
these matters, the Soviet leaders rushed through the tests needed to bring 
their weapons and nuclear experiments up-to-date, then made their epochal 
declaration to stop all tests. As indicated in our issue of April 1, behind all 
this is the unhappy fact that Washington officials knew a month ago what 
Moscow was planning but lacked the vision, courage and energy to take 
the lead away from the Soviet. We had prayerfully hoped they would. 


HE REAL ISSUE IN WASHINGTON pivots between military ex- 
pediency vs. moral and spiritual values. U. S. political and military 
decisions have been based too often on “what will stop communism” and 
not on “what is right.” The final outcome of our conflict with communism 
rests much more on this than on any weapons we can build or battles we 
might win. Communism openly operates on the basis of an atheist-material- 
ist philosophy that justifies lies, deceit, brutality and oppression — anything 
that will advance Marxism. Democracy must live by the force of justice, 
truth and goodwill, and in whatever degree we depart from those principles 
we tear away from democracy the ground on which it stands and we 
alienate all those who share our faith and can help us maintain it. 


EXPEDIENCY AND COMPROMISE in Washington in atomic 
decisions last year enabled the Russians to secure their great propaganda 
victory this year. Here are the salient facts that most politicians are cover- 
ing up: Adlai Stevenson discovered in 1956 that the large majority of nu- 
clear scientists, including practically all geneticists, believed that the atom 
bomb tests should stop. He decided so to go on record, and make it an issue 
in the presidential campaign of that year. It is known that Eisenhower was 
also deeply troubled over the matter but when Stevenson made an issue of 
it in the campaign, the GOP party leaders, especially the powerful right- 
wing fanatics and their vocal press (Life, Saturday Evening Post, U. S. 
News and other major publications owned by wealthy ultra-conservative 
GOP-ers), exerted great pressure on Eisenhower to use the bomb issue 
against Stevenson. Eisenhower capitulated and, without adequate scientific 
support, campaigned on the platform that there was no danger from atom 
tests and that Stevenson was soft-pedaling the danger of communism. (See 
further details in the Washington Post, April 3, “How the U. S. Let Rus- 
sia Score Test Beat.”) 

EXPEDIENCY RULES in our dealings with the tyrant Franco. 
There is little more freedom in Spain than in Russia: in some ways not as 
much. Workers in Spain do not dare strike, just as in Russia. A brief strike 
recently staged in Barcelona has resulted in the arrest, imprisonment and 
possible execution of the strike leaders. Students are being arrested and 
tortured for opposing Franco just as they are for opposing Khrushchev. 
Franco has proved to be a treacherous ally; he is hated at home and abroad. 
Have we added to democracy’s strength in Spain by spending about a 
billion dollars on U. S. military bases under a tyranny that the French, 
English and the common people in Spain despise as much as they despise 
Khrushchev? (More about Franco on p. 4, col. 3.) 

THE U. S. IS DANGEROUSLY EXPOSED in the Mideast be- 
cause of expediency — Oil investments Vs. What is right. During the dis- 
play of “loyalty and affection” when King Saud visited Washington last 
year, Saud was described as the “U. S. anchor in the Mideast.” Not only is 
that anchor slipping but the U. S. has forfeited friendship with the key fig- 
ure in the Arab world — President Nasser of Egypt. We hold no brief for 
Nasser but here are the facts: 

COMPARE THE TWO MEN — Nasser and Saud. Nasser is not 
Communist to any degree, though his past actions and the trip to Moscow 
are being so interpreted here. Al) responsible Mideast observers consider his 
dealings with the Soviet as sheer opportunism, and the evidence is very 
strong that the Union of Syria, Egypt and Yemen cut across the Kremlin’s 
plan to keep Syria and Egypt dependent upon Moscow. Nasser was very 
friendly, almost subservient, to the U S. until 1956. The N. Y. Times 
(March 29) reports Nasser’s testimony that Russia never offered assistance 
until he asked for it. “After the U. S. and Britain cut off all aid from the 
West and our situation became desperate, we appealed to Moscow for help. 
They responded with grain, oil and loans — and with no strings attached.” 
Nasser is young, able and determined. But most of all:

How The Navy Thinks 


The story of Admiral Hyman 
Rickover, the Navy officer credited 
with the development of the atomic 
submarine (the one area of weapon- 
ry in which the U. S. has a substan- 
tial lead over the U.S.S.R.), re- 
veals how the Navy — and the mil- 
itary — thinks and works. 

The Admiral is a son of Jewish 
immigrants from Poland. He re- 
ceived an appointment to Annapo- 
lis through the influence of the late 
Congressman Adolph Sabath, also 
Jewish. In the Senate investigation 
of military affairs (Johnson Com- 
mittee), it was disclosed that Rick- 
over’s idea of an atomic submarine 
received very little favorable atten- 
tion from the Navy leaders. Some 
of his superiors said he was crazy; 
they didn’t think the idea would be 
practical for another 25 years. 

When he finally won the support 
of a few officials, he still wasn’t giv- 
en office space by the top brass at 
the Pentagon. At last he was settled 
in tiny quarters that had formerly 
been a ladies’ rest room when there 
were many more Waves and Wacs 
on the Pentagon staff than at pres- 
ent. Furthermore he was almost 
eased out of the Navy in ’52 just as 
construction on the first atomic sub 
was about to start. 

Protests over the move to retire 
him reached the then Secretary of 
the Navy, Robert Anderson, who 
stepped in over the heads of the ad- 
mirals and had Rickover promoted 
to prevent his automatic retirement. 
The battleship admirals are now 
gone with their ships. But the cruis- 
er, air carrier and old line subma- 
rine admirals, whose vessels will be 
easy targets for an atomic sub, until 
lately labelled Rickover’s projects 
“Rick’s boogie boats.” 


Feet Of Clay 


Winston Churchill has long been 
a Lord Buddha of Western con- 
servatism, hence the perpetual idol- 
ization he receives in the press. 
Few Americans consequently have 
learned of the devastating criticism 
of the former Prime Minister’s lead- 
ership voiced by high British mili- 
tary figures who served with him. 
They pav high tribute to Churchill’s 
leadership in rallying public support 
to the war effort. but a ruthless light 
is thrown on Churchill’s tactical 
blunders and his stubborn insistence 
on strategical plans that brought ter- 
rible losses in time, men and goods. 

In The Turn of the Tide, based

brooke, Chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff, Churchill’s failure to 
grasp the meaning of mechanized 
warfare is thoroughly discussed. The 
power of the mechanized Nazi at- 
tacks was never anticipated or 
understood by Churchill until the 
British had suffered many unneces- 
sary defeats. His favorite over-all 
strategy in the attack on Nazi pow- 
er through the Balkans and Italy — 
the “soft under-belly of Europe”— 
presents a long record of costly 
miscalculations and errors. This is 
largely because Churchill would 
never admit that the mountainous 
terrain which characterizes those 
areas made a war of movement all 
but impossible and crippled the 
U. S.-British mechanized regiments. 

The U. S. leaders'and most of the 
British were prepared to attack on 
the Western front by early 1943 
while the Nazis were still flounder- 
ing in Russia. The wide European 
plains offered perfect conditions for 
swift mechanized strikes all the way 
to Berlin, as demonstrated two 
years later. But Churchill insisted 
on the long road through North 
Africa, then north through Italy 
where the American mechanized 
armies were easily and frequently 
stalled in bloody encounters. To 
have divided the Nazi forces by 
drawing their defense south through 
feints in that direction was good 
strategy, but to launch the major al- 
lied offensive through those fronts 
was a colossal tragedy. 

In another volume of the official 
British history of World War II, 
The War Against Japan, high offi- 
cers of the British Admiralty de- 
scribe the useless destruction of the 
flagships of the Asian fleet because 
of Churchill’s gross under-estima- 
tion of Japanese airpower. In 1941 
Churchill sent the two greatest 
British battleships, the Prince of 
Wales and the Repulse, with their 
escorts, into Eastern waters with no 
air protection. The Prime Minister 
ignored all warnings about Japan’s 
airpower, insisting on a “daring 
stroke” with traditional British sea- 
power into the East. The air arm of 
the Japanese fleet easily sank the 
battleships with the almost total loss 
of their large crews. The British 
have never recovered from this blow 
to their power-prestige in the East. 


Dairymen & Teamsters 


A move that may have consider- 
able significance is the merger of 
3,500 dairymen with the New York 
State Teamsters Union. Farmers 
from the tri-state area—New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania—who 
ship millions of gallons of milk 
annually into the metropolitan areas 
felt they needed a stronger bar- 


gaining position in dealing with the

NASSER IS AN ARDENT MOHAMMEDAN — and an Islam 
“reformist,” a Moslem “progressive” — and this is a point of immense 
importance which has been totally ignored in Washington. He renounces 
the luxury and medieval extravagance which has characterized the rulers 
of the Arabic speaking world. He lives a simple unostentatious life with 
his family. As a “Moslem progressive,” he has only had one wife, though 
as a Moslem he may have four and could easily divorce them for additional 
wives. Not only has he only had one wife, but he is giving his daughters 
the best educations obtainable — a rarity among Moslems. He has thus al- 
ready won the adoration and loyalty of all Arab-Asian-African women. 
(See N. Y. Herald-Tribune, Mar. 29; Washington Post, Mar. 3.) 

SAUD HAS INNUMERABLE WIVES AND CONCUBINES, his 
elaborate harem a litter of disease, ignorance and slavery. (UN records 
testify that slavery still flourishes in Saud’s capital, Riyadh.) Although hun- 
dreds of millions in oil money pours into King Saud’s treasury each year, 
bribery, corruption and extravagance have reached such chaotic propor- 
tions that Saudi Arabia is actually bankrupt! 

NASSER’S MOSLEM REFORMS AND REVOLUTIONARY 
AIMS give him enormous influence through all Arabia — among students, 
workers and peasants, the ones who count the most. Nasser’s agents can 
easily stir riotous support for him and are already doing so in Lebanon, 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia. The appointment of Crown Prince Faisal, Saud’s 
brother, as chief of state for Saudi Arabia is an important victory for Nas- 
ser. Faisal and Nasser have long been friends. A few drops of poison, a 
dagger or sudden exile could quickly bring the same kind of revolution to 
Saudi Arabia that swept the fat dissolute King Farouk off the Egyptian 
throne. The stage would then be set to oust the two Hashimite kings in 
Jordan and Iraq, with a similar popular revolution. What about U. S. di- 
plomacy and oil then? Could we save our oil monopolies and defend de- 
mocracy by dropping atomic warheads on the “ragged ones” of Arabia 
who follow Nasser? 


O UNDERSTAND MOSCOW UNDER KHRUSHCHEV we must 

realize that the resumption of a one-man dictatorship does not mean 
stability and strength, as most press reports seem to indicate. For Khrush- 
chev to get where he is, he had to crush many other powerful, able, ambi- 
tious men who are still alive and plotting against his rule. As George Ken- 
nan says, “There are just too damn many party top-notchers left un- 
murdered.” 

WHEN STALIN DIED, two important developments occurred: 
(1) A truce or agreement at top party levels for “committee rule” or “col- 
lective government” to replace one-man dictatorships. (2) Those who were 
demoted from power were no longer to be removed by violence. Much 
propaganda went out against the “personality cults” (one-man rule) and 
hailing a new era of “democratic cooperation” within the party. Khrush- 
chev has set aside these reforms and has re-established “the personality 
cult,” with himself alone on the high and dangerous throne. Can he stay 
there without violating the second reform — will he avoid violence in deal- 
ing with opponents? This is a leading question among authorities on 
Soviet affairs. 

RUSSIA WAS ON THE VERGE OF CIVIL WAR when Stalin 
died. Hatred and rebellion against Stalin was so rife that his death was not 
announced until the political police, under control of Stalin’s police chief 
Beria, had placed small tanks and machine guns at the principal intersec- 
tions of the major cities to prevent widespread uprisings. When Beria was 


imprisoned by the leaders of the Russian Army, under the direction of

dairy corporations. Ironically they 
finally found it with the giant In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
sters. Convinced that they were not 
being treated fairly by the corpora- 
tions that now control the distribu- 
tion of milk and dairy products, 
dairy farmers wanted the weighing 
of milk deliveries from the dairy 
farm, and the butter fat testing, to 
be done by an independent agency 
so they could be sure of honest 
treatment. The farmers charge that 
the dairy corporations play favor- 
ites in making the tests, favoring 
the farmers that make concessions 
to the corporations. The dairymen 
also want a single price for their 
product instead of a lower price for 
milk used for making cheese and 
other dairy products than is paid for 
milk bottled for drinking. 

When the farm leaders were 
warned that their milk production 
might come under the domination 
of the racketeers in the Teamsters 
Union, the farm leaders answer, 
“There are crooks in all big organi- 
zations. We'll help the Teamsters 
clean up their organization. We 
need someone with strength and 
they have it.” In Scandinavia, Aus- 
tria and much of England, small 
farmers and labor organizations are 
often united on political and eco- 
nomic programs. If this dairyman- 
Teamsters cooperative effort grows 
and brings a reapproachment in 
farm-labor relations, it will signal 
many changes in U.S. economic life. 


Africa’s Treason Trial 

Reminiscent of naziism at its 
worst is the naked tyranny of 
race discrimination in the Union of 
South Africa. A  long-drawn-out 
“Treason” Trial of the courageous 
men and women who have dared to 
resist Arpatheid (race discrimina- 
tion) continues at incredible sacri- 
fice to them and their families. At 
4:30 a. m. on Dec. 5, 1956, dis- 
tinguished clergymen, educators and 
many outstanding private citizens, 
who had opposed the enforcement 
of the most tyrannical race regula- 
tions in modern history, were ar- 
rested and imprisoned. The round- 
up covered the whole country, the 
police drawing into their net those 
known to be the national, provin- 
cial and local leaders of all the 
groups that were resisting the nazi- 
like racial edicts. The character of 
Arpatheid was revealed in the se- 
verity of the accusation lodged 
against the imprisoned leaders — 
the crime of “high treason.” 

Fourteen months later, the trial 
still dragged on. The defense asks: 
“Is the Crown seriously suggesting 
that a campaign against existing laws 
is treasonable? Did the suffragettes 
who campaigned for votes for wom-

churches that oppose capital punish- 
ment commit treason?” 

Those arrested are prepared to 
swear that they have never advo- 
cated the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment or violence in any form; they 
have urged that racial oppression 
be opposed by nonviolent, moral 
and spiritual means. On Jan. 30 this 
year, the 95 accused were commit- 
ted for final trial before the Supreme 
Court. A defense fund raised by 
popular appeal will be stretched 
mighty thin to provide bail, legal 
help and living allowances for the 
accused, during the period of their 
involvement and over such a long 
period of unemployment for many. 

South African observers believe 
the trial will mark the crisis of 
world change in racial intolerance. 


ILLEGITIMATE BIRTHS: In a 
recent public welfare study it was 
reported that the number of illegiti- 
mate births has increased from 3.8 
per cent in 1940 to 4.4 per cent in 
1954. Two thirds are non-white. 
Hospitals or maternity homes notify 
their State Welfare Departments 
when an _ illegitimately pregnant 
woman is admitted. Notice is re- 
ferred to any agency located where 
the mother has residence or if no 
agency there is active, to the most 
appropriate one. The agency noti- 
fied is expected to interview the 
mother within a week if the child 
has not been born and within 24 
hours if the child is born before no- 
tice arrives. About 60 per cent of 
unmarried mothers are offered the 
service of public agencies and the 
others by volunteer agencies. An 
estimated 15 to 20 per cent receive 
no help from social agencies, either 
because they refuse it, don’t need it 
or live in areas where there is no 
service available. About 55. to 60 
per cent of the unmarried mothers 
keep their children and the majority 
of these are non-white.

Marshal Zhukov, heavy Army tanks were placed at strategic spots in the 
major cities (See An American in Moscow, by Harrison Salisbury, Harpers, 
°55). Such armed power is not brought forward without the frank admis- 
sion that a nation is terribly divided and on the verge of civil war. It is ap- 
parent that, by mutual consent, all factions of the party seek to avoid a 
bloody civil war. Only Khrushchev’s great skill as a manipulator and plot- 
ter can enable him to hold this volatile situation together. 

DEATH TO THE TYRANTS. Take a look at the seething facts 
under Khrushchev’s throne. Sixty-eight high Soviet leaders have been exe- 
cuted in the last 20 years. Eighteen of these were members of the political 
police. Of the five political police chiefs since the 1917 revolution, only 
one, Dzerzhinsky, died a natural death. The present chief, Gen. Ivan Serov, 
keeps out of sight. The Commonwealth Survey, official publication of the 
British Government, lists 14 politburo and high Communist party officials 
executed in the last 20 years along with 12 persons of ministerial rank, 9 
Army generals, two Kremlin physicians, one Air Force general and 12 se- 
curity officials. The census also tallied 11 unnatural or suspicious deaths, 
one assassination, five imprisoned and disappeared and 61 other second- 
string dignitaries who simply “disappeared.” So Khrushchev is not operating 
from strength. A tight-rope walker can’t move with freedom and strength. 

THE COW AND KHRUSHCHEY: The greatest threat to Khrush- 
chev’s rule comes not from his enemies but from cows, pigs and chickens! 
In reasserting his enlarged authority he has again made strong commit- 
ments to match the U. S. production in meat and dairy products by ’60 or 
’61. He will have to show progress or face political assault on these grounds. 
Experts of Soviet affairs who watch Russia’s official publications report 
many indications that point to failure of the livestock programs on the col- 
lective farms. (N. Y. Times, Feb. 2.) That the Russian people are better fed, 
housed and clothed now, than in the past, does not mean that they will be 
more submissive. To the contrary, psychologists agree that it is not hope- 
less despair which provokes a popular revolt — but hope and renewed 
strength. Khrushchev is dealing with a different kind of Russia than that 
over which Stalin ruled. The new generation is more aware, more articulate, 
less docile and submissive. Khrushchev is already 62 years old. A new gen- 
eration of leadership which is strongly influenced by the rebelliousness of 
many of today’s Russian youth will come in ten years if the hot-heads on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain can be kept in check. 


ITIZENS OF TOMORROW: Almost all historians and scientists, the 
great majority of educators and clergymen — in other words, all those 
whose professions require a dedication to truth — are convinced that war 
and all its crafts are obsolete and must be so regarded or man himself 
will become obsolete; that international cooperation must replace com- 
petitive nationalism; that brotherhood must replace racism; that capitalism 
cannot survive unless human values are placed above profit. 

But these convictions have received scant popular cultivation and 
get little space in the press, little time on radio-TV. Most politicians, to be 
elected, feel they must follow popular sentiment; even clergymen who 
seek to be popular, rather than to be prophets, tread softly around these 
convictions. Who then will prepare mankind for his tomorrows?

Franco’s Tyranny 

The magazine Iberica, published 
in this country by anti-Franco 
forces, reports that Franco’s politi- 
cal police have arrested and tortured 
more than 200 students and workers 
in an effort to force from them in- 
formation about underground activ- 
ities. When Spanish officials in Ma- 
drid and Washington denied these 
charges, a group of well-known 
Americans who are interested in the 
cause of democratic freedom in 
Spain, and have been closely associ- 
ated with the Spanish refugee free- 
dom workers, sent a telegram to 
Pres. Eisenhower restating the ac- 
cusations against the Franco tyran- 
ny. The telegram was signed by 
Norman Thomas, Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Victor Reuther and others of 
the Iberica sponsors. 

Iberica is not published by Span- 
iards but by Americans interested 
in Spanish freedom. The publisher 
is Louise Crane and the editor Vic- 
toria Camp, Spain’s first woman 
lawyer who was Under-Secretary of 
Justice in the first two years of the 
Spanish Republic. Thousands of 
Spanish refugees in Europe and the 
U. S. have formed a Federated 
Spanish Council to maintain secret 
contacts with the democratic, anti- 
fascist forces in Spain. All of these 
are anti-Communist, many are de- 
vout Roman Catholics although 
Franco’s henchmen and most Cath- 
olic publications brand all the anti- 
Franco forces as “Communist.” 

Protestants especially are suffer- 
ing under the Franco regime. Amer- 
ican news dispatches have reported 
the closing of a Protestant orphan- 
age, its director being given 15 
days to find homes for 25 children. 
The 73-year old Union Protestant 
Theological Seminary in Madrid 
was closed over a year ago by order 
of Franco’s police (N. Y. Times, 
Dec. 12, 56.) This had been the 
only seminary permitted in Spain to 
train Protestant ministers, aside 
from the small Baptist seminary in 
Barcelona which is supported by 
American Baptists. A few months 
ago the Spanish police raided the 
Madrid offices of the British and 
American Bible Society, removing 
and destroying over 30,000 Bibles. 

Dr. John Sutherland Bonnell, 
noted minister of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, New York 
City, and Protestant chairman of the 
Commission on Religious Organi- 
zations of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews, recently 
made extensive visits to the churches 
in Europe, both in Spain and behind 
the Iron Curtain. He has repeatedly 
Staied that a Protestant minister has 
much more freedom behind the Iron 
Curtain than he has in Spain today, 
where the U. S. armed forces have 
spent nearly one billion dollars on 
Air and Navy bases to “protect 
democracy.”
